One of West Germany's most 
influential newspapers is Die Welt 
(The World), published in Ham- 


wrote an 
article which, 
iby its note of 
sy hysteria and 
he irrational per- 
pective, illustrates a difficult 
West German and Western alliance 
problem. The Die Welt article 
said, in part: 


“The story of the so-called Ber- 
lin crisis, which is in reality a 
erisis in the alliance between 
(West). Germany and the West, 
can be summarized in the follow- 
ing imaginary dialogue: 


“Khrushchev: ‘Give me _ Ber- 
lin.’ 


‘The Western allies: ‘No, no, 
never!’ 


“Khrushchev: ‘Well, then, give 
me Germany.’ 


“The allies, (hesitatingly): “Well 
é.. 8s hee * 


The rest of the article con- 
tended Western acquiescence in 
a division of Germany would de- 
stroy the membership of West 
Germany in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization and would 
turn the West Germans into ‘‘the 
bitterest and most revengeful’’ 
enemies of NATO. 


“The (West) Germans,” the 
article said, ‘‘would- simply, and 
not without reason, come to the 
conclusion that the West is both 
weak and treacherous and that 
their choice in joining the Western 
Alliance was a mistaken one. 


“They would understand that 
Russia will not offer them re- 
unification solely in order to 
neutralize Germany, but only at 
the price of changing over from 
the Western Alliance to an al- 
liance with the East. 


“Many West Germans would 
then probably even welcome such 
a change of allies. It would be 
an agreeable means of revenging 
themselves on their betrayers.”’ 


These conclusions are, in s0 
far as the facts are concerned, 
nonsense. If, as the Die Welt com- 
mentator so irrationally states, 
he would be willing to see com- 
munism sweep over West Ger- 
many, destroying its present life 
and its freedom (‘including that 
of Die Welt), then he may help 
restore harsh and painful reality 
to both his own people and those 
of the United States. 


To suggest that West Germany 
would welcome such an act of 
madness merely to “get even,” 
reveals a nationalism dangerously 
lacking in any element of bal- 
ance. If the Die Welt writer wishes 
to hurry on another Gotterdame- 
rung, or end of the world, for 
West Germany and freedom, he 
certainly may do so—until the 
Communists come to remove him. 


The American people who think 
in terms of the old cliches need 
equally to understand that if 
Khrushchey announces a peace 
treaty with East Germany it will 
not, of itself, change anything. 
Also, it is simply not true to say 
that negotiations over the future 
of Berlin would be either appease- 
ment or another Munich. Neither 
West Germany nor the West would 
be giving up anything. At Munich, 
a free and independent Czecho- 
slovakia was sacrificed by Britain 
and France. It is, and has been, 
a Russian satellite, 


Deprived Area 


Germany lost a war. There 
were those who wished to make 
of Germany an area forever de- 
prived of any independence or 
freedom of action. Out of the 
Western policy, despite its errors, 
came an amazing West Germany. 
This could not have happened 
had it not been for the strength 
of an intelligent German people 
and their will to sacrifice and 
work. It also could not have hap- 
pened without the generous aid of 
the United States. 


It is intellectually and factually 
dishonest for Die Welt, in its 
imaginary dialogue, to have Khru- 
shchev say: “Give me Germany,” 
and ‘for the West to say, ‘Well,

Souvanna Phouma 
To Head Coalition

“Gentlemen, I am very happy 
to announce to you that Prince 
Boun Oum and Prince Souphan- 
ouvong have agreed to our se- 
lecting my name and presenting 
it to his majesty the king as 
prime minister of a provisional 
coalition government. There are 
still some questions of detail to 
be worked out and the subcom- 
mittee will meet here Monday 
morning to discuss these. In the 
meantime I have charged Prince 
Boun Oum and Gen. Phoumi 
Nosavan to go to Luangprabang 
Monday and request an audience 
with the king for me as soon as 
possible.”’ 

SUDDEN DECISION 

Boun Oum is premier of the 
rightwing government in ‘Vien- 
tiane. Souphanouvong, Souvanna 
Phouma’s halfbrother, is head of 
the pro-Communist Neo Lao Hak 
Xat party and its guerrilla army 
Gen. Phoumi Nosavan is military 
strongman of the Vientiane re- 
gime and its vice premier. 


Agreement on naming Souvanna 
Phouma came with suddenness at 
4:30 p.m. (local time) after more 
than four hours of seemingly 
fruitless talks by the princes both 
in private and with their chief 
aides present. 


The princes had met here for 
nearly five hours Friday and 
Saturday a subcommittee of their

China had declared that it would 
use its veto in the Security Coun- 
cil, if necessary to block the ad- 
mission of Outer Mongolia. 


Last month Premier Chen 
Cheng of Nationalist China said 
during a visit to Washington that 
his country would “exercise every 
power stipulated in the U.N. Char- 
ter” to block outer Mongolia’s 
admission. 

And in the current issue of Life 
Magazine, an article quotes Pres- 
ident Chiang Kai-shek as saying 
that Nationalist China “‘would not 
hesitate to bar the Chinese Com- 
munists and Outer Mongolia at 
any cost.” 


Nationalist China has been un- 
der pressure not to veto Outer 
Mongolia, regarded as a Soviet 
satellite, lest the Soviet Union 
block another candidate, Mauri- 
tania, which is supported by the 
African nations.

Latest figures from U.S. Department 
of Commerce’s Atlanta Field Office pro- 
vide good insight into Georgia’s agricul- 
tural pattern. 

The $897 million gross income real- 
ized by farmers in the state last year was 
the 15th largest in the nation. 

Production expenses ate $628.8 mil- 
lion out of the total. This, too, was the 
15th highest in the nation. 

But the rate of costs has been climb- 
ing faster than that of income. There was 
a 22.1 per cent increase in realized gross 
income from 1950 to 1960 compared to a 
73.3 per cent leap in outgo. 

Wrapped up in those figures are the 
heart of the farm dilemma: and why 
small, uneconomical farm units are find- 
ing it increasingly difficult to make ends 
meet.

(Bang) Coming aah 


WASHINGTON—On Sept. 10, after Sen. Rus- 
sell and his gang had so completely beaten a 
move to change the rules of the Senate, the 


feeling in many quarters was that the civil rights issue was dead, as 
dead as a lit string of firecrackers that had been doused with a 


pail of water. 

This was not just a Southern 
feeling. Sen. Mike Mansfield, the 
Senate majority leader, told a 
wounded Sen. Keating of the Up- 
state crowd that it was not his 
(Mansfield’s) intention to bring 
the rules change resolution up 
again this year, early next year 
or medium next year or late next 
year. 


Senate rules and civil rights 
are the same fight these days. No 
wonder Southerners thought civil 
rights was a dead issue. 


Suddenly the quiet was broken. 
The firecrackers weren't soaked, 
merely dampened. Slowly the 
spark moved down the string of 
fuse, exploding one firecracker 
after another, disturbing the 
Southern congressmen's blissful 
sleep. 

On Sept, 23 the President nomi- 
nated Thurgood Marshall as a 
judge on the Second Circuit Court 
of Appeals. (Bang!) Southerners 
would have to fight that one when 
it came time for Senate approval. 
Not because Marshall is a Ne- 
gro, but because he is so closely 
identified with the NAACP and 
its success in the courts of the 
Republic. 

Two days later the U.S. Com- 
mission on Civil Rights came out 
with its recommendations for 
ending segregation in all school 
districts by 1963, (Bang!) 


Three days after that, Sept. 
28, the New York Times reported 
in what looked very much like a 
semi-official ‘“‘leak,’” that the 
President’ was Considering taking 
action on a. campaign pledge to 
end discrimination in housing. 
(Bang!) Se, Southerners had to 
begin to plan on a fight against 
the proposed Department of Ur- 
ban Affairs, not because its ex- 
pected secretary is a Negro, Rob- 
ert Weaver, but because that de- 
partment will have great power 
in the field of housing. 

On Oct. 6, the Civil Rights Com- 
mission came out with another 
report. (Bang!) This one was on 
housing. It urged the President to 
do what the Times had already 
said he was going to do. This 
may seem like two bangs from 
the same firecracker. That’s not 
the way you count here, how- 
ever. As a matter of fact, when 
the President does what the 
Times predicted and the commis- 
sion recommended—Bang! 

Congress reconvenes in Jan- 
uary. In the meantime, the com- 
mission is going to issue two 
more reports, on employment 
(Bang!) and the administration 
of justice (and Bang!). 

And less than a month ago 
the magnolias were blooming and 
the quiet of the Southern evening 
was broken only by the night 
bird’s soft, sweet song.

“Everyone loathes Ameri- 
cans now,” he remarked.

To loathe Amer- 
icans properly, one finds one- 
self rubbing elbows with some 
perfectly awful people Miss 
Mitford wouldn't have in the 
livingroom.

BERLIN — Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey said here Sunday that 
the purpose of his visit to Bonn 
last week was to persuade the 
West German government that it 
must participate more actively in 
the formulation of Western policy 
on the problem and on 
Berlin « 


The Minnesota Democrat flew 
to Berlin Sunday for consultations 
with Mayor Willy Brandt and 
Gen. Larcius D. Clay, President 
John F. Kennedy's personal re- 
presentative here. Humphrey will 
also tour the divided city and the 
Cormmunist border barricades. It 
is his fourth visit here. 

In an interview Humphrey said 
he had met with Chancellor Kon- 
rad Adenauer and Ludwig Er- 
hard, West German economics 
minister, to urge them to take 
full responsibility for Western 
policy toward Germany. 

ON HIS OWN 


“I did it on my own,” he said. 
“But I hope the administration 
supports this view. I intend to 
talk to the President about it 
when I get back.” 


Humphrey, who is a member 
of the Senate foreign relations 
committee, said he had told the 
Chanchellor and Dr. Erhard that 
the West German government 
must do three things to achieve a 
more effective Western policy.

SWAP FEELERS 


In preparation for a resumption 
of peace negotiations, the provi- 
sional government and the French 
government have been exchanging 
‘feelers’ for the last three weeks, 
with the Swiss Foreign Office as 
the intermediary or “post office.”’ 


The latter disclosure comes 
from an extremely reliable source 
which cannot be identified. It does 
not contradict statements by Al- 
gerians and French that negotia- 
tions have not yet been resumed 
and that, indeed; there has been 
no direct contact between the two 
sides since the unsuccessful peace 
talks at Lugrin on the French- 
Swiss border were adjourned at 
the end of July. 


No specific information was 
available on the subjects touched 
on in the “feelers,” but an atmos- 
phere of optimism and confident 
expectancy in Algerian official 
quarters indicates that a resump- 
tion of negotiations is imminent. 


WON’T PRESS DEBATE 


The optimism is such that the 
Algerians have decided not to 
press for an early United Nations 
debate on their problem this year. 
Rather they will seek to postpone 
discussion until the end of the 
General Assembly session in hope 
that some sort of agreement may 
have been reached to which the 
assembly can give its “‘blessing.”’ 


News of this latter decision— 
which is contrary to the Algerian 
position in previous years—comes 
from extremely well informed na- 
tionalist circles.

CHEERED BY DE GAULLE 


All these comments tend to in- 
dicate that Algerians are by no 
means displeased with De Gaulle’s 
recent announcement of immedi- 
ate plans for a Moslem police 
force of 30,000 to 50,000 men and 
a consultative commission to 
study problems of self-determi- 
nation and pave the way for a 
transitional administration. Al- 
gerian reaction here is of vital 
importance because nationalist 
opposition could effectively block 
De Gaulle’s plans. 


The best informed Algerians 
predict that, besides the pros- 
pect of a Saharan settlement on 
the basis of French acceptance 
of Algerian sovereignty over the 
desert region, there are likely to 
be two new elements in the pros- 
pective negotiations: 

1. The exchange will be cor- 
ducted with greatly increased 
“discretion,” and. there will no 
longer be daily press briefings 
which, in the earlier parleys, 
amounted to a “constant effort by 
each side to prove the other did 
not really want to negotiate 
seriously.” 

2. A provision, or a major Al- 
gerian effort to obtain a pro- 
vision, for close participation in 
the talks by five prisoners in the 
Chateau Turquant in Central 
France.

CLEVELAND | (®#—Steel scrap 
prices are leveling off after a 
nine-month climb to the highest 
monthly average in almost two 
years, Steel Magazine reported 
Sunday. 


The metalworking weekly said 
steel mills should be using scrap 
at a high rate this fall and win- 
ter. “‘But it’s unlikely that scrap 
prices will go up proportionately,” 
Steel said. 


“Many observers think prices 
will stay around present levels be- 
Cause increased needs will prob- 
ably be met by hot metal from 
blast furnaces now idle. Some 
even think that prices could weak- 
en if scrap exports continue to 
dip.” 

The metalworking industry gen- 
erates large amounts of scrap, 
which is sold back to the steel 


mills to go into production of 
new metal. 


Steel ‘ Magazine’s composite 
price on No. 1 heavy melting 
scrap averaged $39.75 a ton in 
September, compared with $28.92 
a ton last December. However.

There’s a substantial observa- 
tion among many doctors, and I’m

I am not saying that ‘‘nerves”’ 
is the sole cause, but I can’t 
help concluding that ‘‘nerves”’ can 
hold the balance of power. We 
know that tension has all sorts 
of physical effects. Nervousness 
has the nasty and natural habit 
of jumping in as a “‘trigger’’ for 
some condition that hasn’t quite 
had the steam to break out under 
its own power. 


Skin irritations, stomach up- 
sets, headaches and asthma are 
outstanding examples of this sort 
of problem. Today we're dis- 
cussing skin. 


I have the strongest belief in 
the reality of ‘‘psychosomatic ail- 
ments”’ but I sometimes lose pa- 
tience with people who put all 
the emphasis on the “psycho” 
and ignore completely the ‘‘so- 
matic.” The whole point of the 
word, of the idea, is that many 
of our problems are a mixture 
of both. 


When a high-strung individual 
has persistent skin troubles, it 
is no less than common sense 
to try to help that person live a 
more placid, calm life, and to quit 
trying to be a perfectionist. Seda- 
tives or tranquilizers may help for 
a bit. 


But the “‘somatic,” or physical 
condition is still there, too. 


So for these “‘little blisters’ on 
the hands, and sometimes else- 
where, here are some of the possi- 
bilities: 

Allergy—sensitivity to some- 
thing you touch. Poison ivy is 
obvious; but other plants, even 
potted ones in the house, may 
have a milder effect. Metal jewel- 
ry, paint, glue or stain used in a 
hobby are just a few other possi- 
bilities. 

Another is nummular eczema or 
‘“housewife’s eczema,’’ which 
doesn’t happen to be limited to 
housewives. Anyone with a nat- 
urally dry skin who frequently 
gets the hands wet is a possible 
candidate for little patches of 
blisters or rash. The defatting 
action of soap and water can 
bring them, too. Doctors, dentists 
and dishwashers sometimes en- 
counter this problem.

It’s now time that the writers of television crime 
shows steal a lesson from the writers of television 
commercials.
